if he doesn’t beat the incumbents 
this time around. 

The newlywed may have a 
promising attitude, but his platform 
also contains some mundane and 
hardly revolutionary planks.

SEE: You've proposed amalgamat- 
ing the city transportation and 
planning departments.

DI: Well, I don’t know that cram- 
ming them all into the same offices is 
necessarily the answer, but creating 
a linkage so that when one side says

THE CITY SHOULD TAKE FIRM ACTION 
to ensure river valley views and 
parkland are available to all citizens 
and not just the wealthy, says Char- 
lie Richmond. The Sierra Club 
spokesman, who spoke at Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Transportation and 
Public Works committee, wants to 
see a clear policy enacted “which 
will guarantee universal public 
access [and] will never allow our 
common natural heritage to be the 
private purview of an elite.” 

The current policy calls for roads 
to create “open space” between 
development and the top of the val- 
ley banks. According to a staff report 
tabled at the meeting, private prop- 
erty encroachments on the top banks 
of the river valley and battles with 
the development industry have 
made the current top of bank policy 
ineffective. 

The city’s planning department 
has been wresting with this issue 
ever since 1999, when a bank col- 
lapsed and a handful of homes were 
lost in the Ramsay Heights neigh- 
bourhood. The city consulted with 
community groups and developers 
at that time, but no consensus was

because of roads’ negative impact on 
the environment. Mooney called ita 
“most inefficient use of good land,” 
arguing that Edmonton needs these 
top-of-bank lots for luxury homes 
for the very wealthy.

Violent protests get attention; fake cops... not so much 


1 WOULD LIKE TO BEGIN THIS WEEK’S 
column, if | could, with a-shout-out 
to the province of Quebec.

Then the SQ denies the men were 
cops. Then they admit it. Just in the 
nick of time, Stockwell Day steps in, 
tells everyone there’s nothing to see 
here and he won't be calling an 
inquiry. I don’t suppose we can real- 
ly fault him for that—Stockwell’s 
pretty much a career politician by 
now, and who wants to be the Con- 
servative politician whom the base 
sees as being an investigator of 
cop stuff?

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and not imagine some of the advan- 
tages of provoking trouble: a little bit 
of well-placed violence can “justify” 
a whole lotta brutal crowd-control 
reaction from the police working 
outside the demonstration; without 
violence, the demonstrators are less 
easily discredited as unreasonable 
troublemakers; without some other 
distraction, there is the danger that 
people who didn’t take part in the 
protest might begin the process of 
idly wondering what those people 
were demonstrating about, which 
stands a chance (admittedly, an out- 
side one) of maturing into 

genuine curiosity. ; 

But is it too paranoid to ask why 
the police seemed so unconcerned 
with how obvious they looked and 
how busted they were? Who in the 
world wants to get caught inciting a 
riot? Nobody does, especially not the 





police (or so the logic might go), so 
you do what you can to not get 
caught—maybe some basic things 
like changing out of your cop boots 
before you start playing unruly 
games, not acting like tools in front 
of cameras and not running for 
cover behind your cop buddies 
when your resemblance to a mon- 


key wrench becomes too glaring for 
you to continue. This effort seemed 
so “small-town cheap,” to borrow a 
phrase. Why did they do it so half- 
assedly? Is it because they aren’t 
very good at their jobs, or because 
they’re not worried about getting 
caught in casual acts of 

illegal conduct?

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Banff is purgatory? 


Todd Babiak tells us what we knew all along 





THE BOOK OF STANLEY 
By Todd Babiak. McClelland and Stewart, 378 


pp.. $32.99 





TODD BABIAK IS NO FAN OF REALITY 
TV, hysterical tabloid celebrity gos- 
sip, pimped-out pickup trucks, or 
religious extremism—which makes 
him a bad fit for life in North Ameri- 
ca cirea 2007. In The Book of Stanley, 
Babiak’s characters bristle at all of 
the above. But the author saves his 
biggest guns for what peeves him 
the most: the ease with which reli- 
gion, family, and éverything else we 
hold sacred can be bought and sold. 

Oh yes, these are big themes. 
Replete withymiracles, underwater 
cities, spirits faised from the dead, a 
man-God, and even a cameo from 
Morley Safer (') The Book of Slanley is 
an ambitidus,book. 

Stanley is‘a retired Edmonton 
florist slowly dying of lung cancer. 
One afternoon, sitting in his back- 
yard, killing time until he gets weak 
enough to be hospitalized, Stanley 
experiences,a strange, inexplicable 
flash of light and sound, and zap! 
Just like that, he can read minds and 
leap tall buildings in a single 
bound—or just about anyway. Most 
incredibly, his cancer seems to be 
cured. 





THE GAANEAY BLOCK 


BY THE BESTSELLING AUTHOR OF 
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her Hummer was nearly crushed by 
a slab of concrete falling from a con- 
struction site. Stanley makes mira- 
cles, proselytizes sheepishly, and 
gamers a mini-cult following. 

As a satirist, Babiak chooses his 
targets well. Especially amusing is 
his excoriation of Banff (or as Rolling 
Stone has called it, the “STD capital 
of North America”). Banff’s 
makeover from pristine mountain 
backwater to an overbuilt Aspen

Stanley and his wife Frieda, along 
with their New-Agey friend Alok, 
head to Banff to make sense of Stan- 
ley’s godly new powers. There they 
rendezvous with a diverse assort- 
ment of pilgrims who've felt called 
to Banff to join Stanley: Maha, a 
Muslim teenager from Montreal 
who, during a drunk, public sexual 
encounter, had a vision of Stanley; 
Kal, a minor-league hockey player 
from Saskatoon whose life, at only 
24, is already sliding downhill; and 
Tanya, a TV exec from Vancouver 
who decided to change her life after 


North full of upscale retailers, luxury 
sedans, and an incestuous under- 
class of service-industry drones 
obviously rankles Babiak, and he 
paints a cuttingly accurate portrait of 
this corrupted, plasticized “get- 
away.” 

Organized religion and media 
hysteria also come in for barbs, but 
these aren’t nearly as sharp. The set- 
up is great—Stanley’s miracle-mak- 
ing attracts not just his small band of 
followers, but the attention of the 
world media as well, and all the 
sycophants and money-hungry 





opportunists that follow it around. 

But Babiak plays his hand far too 
blatantly, and his satire nosedives 
too often into over-earnest hand- 
wringing. His characters are con- 
stantly discussing, at length and 
with unlikely eloquence, the novel's 
themes and ideas, just in case the 
reader doesn’t get it. 

The biggest problem though, is 
the same thing that gives Babiak a 
built-in audience: the serial format. 
Originally published in a chapter a 
day format in the Edmonton Journal, 
The Book of Sianley is chopped into 
tiny little bite-size chapters, none of 
which takes longer than a few min- 
utes to read. 

The book’s staccato rhythm makes 
it impossible to settle comfortably 
into the story—and some of the best 
scenes, like the press conference that 
introduces Stanley's powers to the 
world, are cut off just as they 
promise to get really juicy. 

Babiak packs the book with magi- 
cal realist absurdities, from Stanley's 
superpowers to a city of the dead 
underneath Lake Minnewanka. 
(There's even a herd of sasquatches!) 
But like everything else in The Book of 
Stanley, these fun notions are blunt-

“I’m saying more 
words, but I’m saying them with a 
stranger accent.” 


den’s capital, where she’s settling 
in nicely with the locals. “I'd 
heard it said that the people here 
aren’t warm,” she says, “but I 
immediately got in with a good 
crowd right off the top—I guess I 
was lucky.” 

Or maybe it’s simply that the 
Swedes recognize quality when 
they hear it. Last year’s Wonder 
Show reaped the benefits of her 
quick acceptance into the scene, as 
musicians like Ane Brun, John 
Eriksson (of Peter, Bjorn and 
John), and Emil Svanangen (who 
records as Loney, Dear) chipped 
in to help with the recording. 

“{Loney, Dear] owed me one,” 
McNeill notes. “He was at the 
same local grocery store I was, 
and didn’t have any money, so I

That seems to be a good analo- 
gy as any for the accordionist/ 
guitarist / vocalist’s musical and 
physical journey. McNeill has 
been wandering gypsy-like 
through Europe for the past few 
years, a real-life version of the fig- 
ures in her “folk-noir” songs. She 
touched down in Paris for a brief 
period but now resides in Swe-

While she’s certainly enjoying 
her time in Stockholm (“It’s like 
Paris, only nicer”), trading solo

“It’s kind of weird,” she muses. 
“1_do have this romantic longing 
for home, probably the whole 
‘grass is greener’ thing. When I 
was in the prairies, I was all ‘Edith 
Piaf,’ and then when I was in her 
hometown...” She lets the thought 
trail off. 

She'll have precious little time 
to meet up with old friends or 
poke around her old town. After a 
quick run through Edmonton and 
Calgary, plus a couple more 
shows out east, McNeill will be 
jetting back for a showcase at the 
POPKOMM festival in Berlin, fol- 
lowed by opening slots for Joanna 
Newsom in Brazil, and then back 
to Europe for a tour through Hol- 
land and France. Pretty good for 
an independent act still trying to 
get a foothold in an industry that 
can’t resist fitting every artist into 
an easy pigeonhole—something 
that McNeill evades at every 
opportunity. 

“It’s been hard in many ways,” 
she says, “and there have been 
many frustrating things to deal 
with, but it usually turns out 
okay, like the POPKOMM festival 
in Berlin. I thought I was getting 
in through a record label, but 
when that didn’t happen I just 
decided to submit an application 
through the Sonic Bids website. 
Not only did they accept me, but I 
was offered money to help defray 
the costs of getting there. It seems 
like every time I think I’m at the 
end of my rope, something comes 
along to get me going again.”

IF THERE’S ONE CONSTANT IN THE 
evolution of metal music, it’s that 
its practitioners never get no 
respect. 

In the case of San Francisco's 
The Fucking Champs, though, the 
snubs they've had to endure 
haven't come from the press— 
they generally receive laudatory 
notices. Neither have they suf- 
fered at the hands of elitist listen- 
ers. (Hell, you'd be hard-pressed 
to find a real longhair at one of 
their shows, but those kids who 
devotedly adhere to the picks and 
pans of the obscurantist online 
music bible Pitchfork turn out in 
full force. 

Nope, it’s videogame producers 
and filmmakers who have been 
the bane of the Champs’ exis- 
tence—this despite the fact that 
their largely instrumental body of 
work has popped up in several 
movies and games. Case in point 
when the DVD of the recent 
remake of Dawn of the Dead hit the 
shelves a few years ago, one of the 
bonus features, a making-of docu- 
mentary, used several of the 
band’s songs. But... 

“They didn’t pay us a dime. 
They really fucked us over,” 
grumbles Champs guitarist Phil 
Manley, pausing for effect. “And... 
they didn’t even give us a free 
DVD. They used all our music and 
they didn’t come through at all. It 
was really a bummer.” 

Unfortunately, Manley says 
such shenanigans are common- 
place, with production companies 
barely earmarking enough funds 
for music licensing (or so they 
say) to make it worth the band’s 
while to contribute. “They’re 
always like, without fail, ‘There’s 
not so much money there for 
music,” Manley explains. “That's 
the total stock phrase. So they 
offer you a petty amount of 
money and are like, ‘It'll be good 
exposure for your band.’ Yeah, 
whatever.”

Search for “fuck” in Myspace’s 
music listings or the All Music Guide, 
and you'll come up with scores of 
acts that drop the f-bomb in their tag. 
Forget wolves, panda bears, and 
horses: “fuck” is the music world’s 
hot new naming trend. 

But do any of these bands actually 


inspire... well... fucking? As-a public _

But although Trans Am 
shared a similar aesthetic, Manley 
says the two groups’ methods of 
composition were so far apart that 
it took him a good year to accli- 
matize himself. Trans Am’s tracks 
were usually created through 
jams, while the members of The 
Champs were expected to bring 
complete compositions to the 
table for the rest of the band to 
learn. Part of that process, Manley 
says, involves separating the 
metal wheat from the chaff, so to 
speak, holding on to what they 
like best about the genre while 
ignoring the rest.

They’re 
even signed to Drag City, a label 
more closely associated with 
freak-folk acts like Bonnie Prince 
Billy and Joanna Newsom. And 
while Manley says some metal 
elements are unavoidable (“The 
full stack is a cliché. Then the 
chugging guitar sound is a 
cliche”), there are others that they 
simply can’t abide.

shadow over The Wheat Pool’s 
debut CD, Township, which 
they’re officially unveiling this 
weekend at a show at Varscona 
Theatre.

“Most of them, anyway. They are 
more about missing people or 
longing, or those kinds of things, 
whether it’s a person or a city, or a 
part of Canada. I think the idea of 
heartbreak is underlying every- 
thing that we do. If you write a 
sad song, it’s really great—and the 
only way to make it sadder is to 
write it more melodically, or real- 
ly upbeat.” 

Take the track “FBD (Flowered 
Blue Dress),” for instance, a bitter- 
sweet tale of young love. “It’s a 
song about a dress, a song about a 
girl I used to date,” says Mike, 
“and we were pretty terrible 
together but were too young to 
know it at the time. It’s basically 
written about a day we spent 
together when things were as bad 
as they could have been, and there 
was a big part of me that wanted 
to imagine that things were fine, 
‘cause she looked great in this fan- 
tastic summer dress... It’s basically 
about being young and stupid and 
not having the responsibility and 
maturity to make the right deci- 
sions.” 

Relationships gone sour aren't 
the only place The Wheat Pool 
finds adversity. One of the most 
heartbreaking songs on the disc 
(yet, paradoxically, one of the 
most inspiring) is “Emily Carr,” 
which despite its title has nothing 
to do with the history of Canadian 
painting. 

“That was a song written about 
a friend of mine who was a heroin 
addict living in Vancouver,” Mike 


says. “I spent a weekend with him 
out there; he took me around, saw 
the places where he used to get 
stoned and messed up. He actual- 
ly survived, he cleaned up, and it

was kind of a miracle. Vancouver 
is a really beautiful city to get to, 
but for some people like Tim, it’s a 
terrible city to try to get away 
from, because there were so many 
terrible things that kind of haunt- 
ed him there. He spent some time 
at the Emily Carr School for the 
Arts, and Emily Carr was sort of 
like this figure that kind of was 
this guardian angel for the whole 
weekend...

Rough Trade says she relocated to 
the States a few years after the 
duo broke up in the late ’80s, 
drawn partly by the warmer 
climes. “I live in a really old build- 
ing,” she says. “Everybody in my 
building was in the pool yester- 
day drinking Bloody Marys 
because all our apartments are 
like sweatboxes.”

If the end is nigh, as she con- 
tends, there are probably worse 
ways to go than at poolside, a 
cocktail in hand. Pope, best 
known to Canadian audiences for 
slipping homosexual themes into 
our national pop discourse, most 
famously with the 1981 hit “High 
School Confidential,” seems to 
take everything in her sardonic 
stride. On the one hand, she 
mocks the vacuity of L.A. celeb 
culture: “I was actually with [The 
Kids in the Hall's] Dave Foley at a 
party looking at all the actresses, 
and we were like, ‘Who are all 
these people?’ They’re just so dis- 
posable. All these really boring 
people get a lot of ink, like Paris 
and Lindsay. When it comes to all 
the rehab babes, I’m more into 
Amy Winehouse and Lily Allen, 
who are a lot more colourful. 
They're such trainwrecks.” 

On the other hand, she laments 















the fact, that after a such a long 
recording career (Rough Trade 
began in 1968 as the Bullwhip 
Brothers), she still can’t secure 
financing for her next record. “It is 
frustrating. I thought [when I 
moved to Los Angeles] I could 
write with people here. Thought I 
might get a record deal. Ha. Ha. 
Ha. I wrote with a couple of peo- 
ple and played in some clubs. It 
was stupid.... 

“| have a record company but 
no money. A record company is 
just a name. I’m looking for some 
sugar daddies... or sugar mom- 
mas.” 

Perhaps she'll have some luck 
at the beach. Plus, it’s not like 
she’s been completely idle during 
her time in the sun. She’s scored 
for film and television, including 
Queer as Folk, appeared in a num- 
ber of stage productions, and even 
published a well-received autobi- 
ography, Anti-Diva, which among 
other things, delved into her 
romantic relationship with the late 
Dusty Springfield. 

And, despite all the obstacles in 
her way, she does have a current 
CD out, Transcend, a sort of hybrid 
of folky singer/songwriter materi- 
al and electronic music. While the 
recording revisits the Rough 
Trade hit “All Touch/No Con- 
tact” and memorializes the ‘80s on 
a song named after Smiths 
guitarist Johnny Marr (“I was 
kind of using Johnny Marr, The 
Smiths, and Morrissey as the 
soundtrack of the ‘80s. I normally 
don’t miss it, but I was thinking 
back to St. Joseph’s Street [in 
Toronto] when there were all 
these cool clubs... It was just a lit- 
tle cool window of time”), the 
album as a whole is no rose-tinted 
paean to a better time. 

Tellingly, the track “Ameri- 
cana” (on which she comments on 
both the good and the bad of her 
adopted home, from cornfields to 
detention centres) finds Pope 
addressing the current political 
climate as well as her own con- 
flicted feelings towards the place. 
“It’s really a love-hate kind of 
place,” she says. “I think Bush has 
done a lot of damage, but because 
I've been in some disasters with 
Americans—9/11, the L.A. riots— 
it makes me really appreciate 
them because they’re just so there 
for each other, and they are indi- 
vidually nice people. So I’m not 
really blaming the people, except 
that I think a lot of Americans are 
complacent—they don’t care 
about politics the way they 
should.” 

And what about the rest of us? 
As an artist who came up out of 
the activist scene in the Toronto 
hippie enclave of Yorkville and 
donned bondage gear at the 
beginning of the punk era, one 
can’t help but wonder what Pope 
makes of the deafening silence 
with which pop singers have 
greeted the war in Iraq. Pope says 
she largely blames the “Gestapo”- 
like police state in the U.S. for 
making speaking out too risky a 
business. 

“1 went to the first Iraq War 
protest in New York, and the 
police kept cordoning off streets 
and moving us and moving us, 
and then the media didn’t cover 
it,” she says. “I don’t know. I can 
only compare it with Nazi Ger- 
many and Goebbels. There are a 
lot of artists who are speaking out, 
but you've got to go find them.”

ast night | spent an hour wedged be- 
tween a tree and a concrete divider on 
L: edge of a downtown parking lot 
If a swift young man whom I'd never met 
before hadn't been chasing me, I might've 
thought twice before nestling into the crevice 
filled with leaves, sticks, and various other 
items that I couldn't make out in the dark 
But hiders can’t be choosers. | pulled up my 
hood and held my breath. He paused, glancing 
all around me with those crazed eyes that are 
the mark of the hunter, and then jogged away 
towards one of his 30 other targets 
At about 10:53 p.m., with only seven minutes 


left in regulation time, three manhunters con 





verged on my perfect nook. Screaming with 





boyish glee, one of them tapped me on the 
shoulder. I didn't even get a chase 

Crouching in a downtown parking lot at 
night might sound boring at best, beyond 
sketchy at worst. But dark, undeclared urban 
spaces are never dull, and probably not too 
dangerous either. Early in the night, I fright- 
ened a couple of servers from an adjacent res- 
taurant who had come out back for a cigarette: 
“Jesus Christ,” they shrieked. “What are you 
doing out here?” 

“Shhhh," I gestured. “I'm hiding.” (Obvi- 
ously.) 

The women glanced at each other. 

“Good spot!” they confirmed 

Then the cooks began to come out; they 
drank beer and took turns keeping an eye on 
the scene for me—letting me know when I 
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could relax, and when I should be ready to run 


They were as disappointed as I was at my 


anticlimactic ending 





When it was time to come in, my mom would 
ring the cowbell. Until that dreaded sound, my 
brother and I would spend the night outdoors 
playing 1-2-3, and when it got dark, Spotlight, 
and when we got a little older, Kick the Can. I 
thought those nights of innocent outdoor fun 
were long since over, but after a long hide-and- 
seek-starved interim, Manhunt came to town 

According to most sources, the urban 
game began in Toronto about five years ago. 
Manhunt has since spread to other Canadian 
cities— Vancouver, Nanaimo, Halifax—and even 
internationally to Australia and England. In 
April of 2005, Adam Waldron-Blain, U of A 
Fine Arts grad, brought Manhunt to Edmon- 
ton 

“Part of what attracted me to Manhunt in 
the first place,” he reflects, “is [its] politi- 
cal element. It's about taking control of our 
living space. Because normally we view the 
city streets as a [means] to get to a place to 
have fun... What I really like about Manhunt 
is that it's about taking control of that space, 
and making it a goal: a place to enjoy ourselves 
rather than a place to get through as fast as 
possible ' 

“Part of that is taking control of your own 
ability to create narratives,” he continues, “to

entertain yourself instead of passively accept- 
ing a narrative that’s given to you ina film or 
on television. Even going to a park is being 
passive in a sense, because someone has built 
this park and said, ‘You should play here.” 

Waldron-Blain chooses a different urban 
venue each week, where the players meet, 
wearing highly visible armbands, so as avoid 
being confused with ordinary civilians. He 
sketches a map of that night's boundaries, and 
the initial manhunter is chosen by rhyming 
elimination. Players have 120 seconds to scat- 
ter before the manhunter sets out. If she or he 
catches you, you're automatically brainwashed, 
becoming a manhunter yourself. Ultimately, 
the game constitutes an army of the possessed, 
all hunting the last unaffected person. 





HIDI D RUN 
I like the chase—the running, dodging, and div- 
ing—but then, I also like hiding out, and watch- 
ing the action unfold around me. I can’t resist 
the prowl either—sneaking around dumpsters, 
sliding between buildings, circling around big 
trees. 

Emily Mattingsley, U of A Education student 
and Manhunt veteran, is an unabashed hider. 
“People don’t really like [my] strategy,” she 
explains. “I’m-about finishing [the game] to 
the end and actually winning it. I hide because 
I'gunot a good runner, so I’m going to use my 
strengths and find a good hiding spot. 

“My strategy,” she adds, “is to always think 
like a homeless person, because homeless 








people want to find places where no one's go- 
ing to see them.” 

Waldron-Blain scoffs at what he calls “that | 
hiding business.” “I really live for the run- 
ning,” he says. “I stand in the middle of park- 
ing lots and wait for people to chase me.” 

THE SPIRIT OF MANHUNT 
“My personal motto,” Waldron-Blain quips, | 
“is ‘Don't be a jerk’... We're coming out to | 
have a good time in an interesting space. How | 
each person interprets that and what they do 
is up to them, whether you want to climb on 





a construction site or... sit and chat with your 
friends until you get tagged. As long as you're 
having a good time, that’s good enough.” 
Manhunt players seem to share a general 
dissatisfaction with the entertainment options 
that mainstream society offers, along witha | 
desire to create fun through alternative means | 
“People who consider themselves countercul- | 
tural,” Waldron-Blain says, “or who think of | 
themselves as rebellious... if they're good at it, 
they tend to notice that mass culture is passive 
So they inevitably become interested in things 
that have an air of underground authenticity. 
And so, in that sense, anything that comes out 
of that do-it-yourself movement is appealing.” 
Manhunt could be seen as a way for people 
to snatch reality back from arenas like cy- 
berspace and television. After all, despite the 
existence of multiple Manhunt websites and 
Facebook groups, the game depends upon 
people coming together in real space and time, 







with the only technology required being a 
piece of chalk. 


Some people have suggested that Manhunt 
is art. And the game does have a sort of spon- 
taneous performance-art aura to it. But Wal- 
dron-Blain doesn’t think that running around 
playing tag needs to be considered art. “It's 
good on its own terms,” he maintains, “and if 
you think of it as art, it's not very good... The 
project of running Manhunt becomes a little 
more ambiguous, though, because it's not just 
about running around playing tag anymore. 
It's about running something resembling 
a sports league, but one that’s completely 
absurd.” 

I think Manhuntis more a poem than visual 
art, but I don’t suggest this to Adam. I don’t 
want to complicate things further, and he has 
already informed me that he hates poetry. 
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MANHUNT IS NOT (JUST) A 
DATING SERVICE 

When I joined the Manhunt Facebook group, 
some of my friends asked me if I was getting 
desperate. I was confused, but when I Googled 
“Manhunt,” it became clear. Most of the hits 
were for dating sites or male beauty contests. 

“My mom thought I was doing a dating 
Service when I first'told her about Manhunt!” 
says Mattingsley. 

It’s actually a pretty cool way to meet people, 
though, and it's free too, so you don't have to 
mess around with money, which can be awk- 
ward in first-date scenarios. But if you're not 








into eccentricity, then you might want to stick 
to the movies, or bowling 

“| appreciate that it’s really intimidating for 
people,” Waldron-Blain concedes. “You're 
going out and doing something vague with a 
group of unfamiliar people.... You're sitting 
there waiting for someone who you've never 
met before to come around the corner and 
start chasing you.” 

Then there's the risk factor. 

“It’s as dangerous as you make it,” Waldron- 
Blain says. “I was chasing this guy through a 
gap between two buildings. It smelled really 
foul... and I knew there was some debris 
on the ground, [so] I jumped over [it], but 
I jumped onto a nail. [I had to go] to the 
hospital to get a tetanus shot. It was a good 
time, though. [Another time], a friend of mine 
was chasing someone through an alley and he 
tried to jump a small building-like thing, and 
he totally broke his leg. But he kept coming to 
Manhunt while he had a cast on, and he did 
win once with a cast. ’ 

“One time,” he continues, “we had the 
police called on us because people were on 
roofs. They didn’t really complain too much 
about what we were doing, but they did give us 
Band-Aids. Which was nice of them.” 


MANHUNT, AUTHORITIES, AND 
CIVILIANS 

As I was sprinting away from a pursuer on 
the Fringe grounds, I ran right into the arms 
of a security guard. He informed me that he

had special orders to find and remove anyone 
wearing an armband. I protested, but was 
ultimately escorted out of Fringe territory. 

“When we encounter figures of authority,” 
explains Waldron-Blain, who is very familiar 
with such incidents, “the greater the impor- 
tance of the work that they’re doing, the less 
they care about Manhunt. We obviously got 
kicked out of the Fringe in a pretty spectacular 
way. A security guard threatened to clothes- 
line us if he saw us running again. Trevor 
said, ‘Okay, okay, I'll stop running.’ And they 
were like, ‘No, you have to leave.’ And he 
said, ‘Okay, I'll leave.’ And they were like, 
“No, that’s not good enough! We'll drag you 
through the boundaries of the Fringe Festival 
by your collar!” 

Our society is defined by endless corridors 
that we're expected to move through in a 
specific, uniform way—according to the signs 
and authorities. But Manhunt players trample 
all over societal boundaries—usually without 
technically breaking any laws—and have a 
blast in the process: a disconcerting concept 
for authorities and ordinary civilians alike. 

“We had this Manhunt game in a residential 
area,” Mattingsley says, “so we were basically 
hiding in people's backyards... | had a man 
come out who started yelling, ‘Get off my 
property!’ He accused me of pulling down my 
pants in the back alley. I said, ‘Excuse me?’ 
And he was like, “You had your pants down.’ 
And I got really offended. We started walking 
back... and he got in his car and started follow- 


ing us. So we bolted back to the meeting place 
and we thought that... he'd leave us alone, and 
five minutes later he comes and starts yelling 
at every one: “You hooligans! You're causing 
trouble in the neighbourhood!"" 

Waldron-Blain sees Manhunt as a way for 
city-dwellers to set their own limits on the fun 
they can have in their communities. “We play 
around [places like] the Globe and the Bank,” 
he says, “these big mega-bars, and sure, the 
managers get mad at people who are running 
in circles around [their establishments]. Be- 
cause we're demonstrating to people that it's 
possible to have a good time without submit- 
ting to their authority, giving them money and 
taking what they're offering. 

“A lot of people see Edmonton as a prob- 
lem,” he continues. “There's this sort of 
movement in the scene towards identifying 
positively with the city, and staying here 
against odds... I'm totally into that. I feel like 
I couldn't live in a place where you're not al- 
lowed to have fun on your own terms.” 


CAN I PLAY TOO? 

“An important part of Manhunt is that it’s 
underground. But it’s not exclusive,” Waldron- 
Blain says. “It's open to anyone who wants to 
show up. The barrier to entry is merely the 
desire to participate. Is your desire to partici- 
pate strong enough that you'll go out and do 
something absurd with strangers? If so, then 
you're welcome to Manhunt.”

Shoot ‘Em Up skewers mindless action flicks—even as it is one

HAS THERE EVER BEEN A MOVIE WITH 
more breastfeeding per foot of cellu- 
loid than Shoot Em Up? As you 
might expect from the title, there’s a 
good deal of gunplay as well, but 
my heavens—there’s a lot of lactat- 
ing in this film 

First things first. The craggily 








handsome Clive Owen plays Mr 
Smith, a washed-up former black 
ops agent who stumbles upon an 
underground baby-growing opera- 
tion situated above a heavy metal 
club ina squalid inner-city neigh- 
bourhood. The babies are to be har- 
vested for bone marrow transplants 
for a cancer-stricken U.S. senator 
about to make a run for the presi- 
dency 

When he inadvertently comes into 
possession of the only surviving 


marrow-donor baby (after helping to 
deliver the child, and encouraging 
its mother to nurse it—Breastfeeding 
Scene #1), Smith finds himself on the 
run from an army of black-clad hit- 
men, lead by the deliciously evil 
Paul Giamatti. 

In typical shoot-em-up style, the 
henchman are little more than 
anonymous targets, and Owen dis- 
patches them in a variety of amus- 
ingly absurd scenarios—while dri- 
ving a car, while having sex, while 


All murder, all guts, no fun 


Halloween comes early this year and spoils the surprise

IF YOUVE HAD THE DISPLEASURE 
of seeing any of the other eight or 
sO movies wrung from the bloody 
carcass of John Carpenter's slash- 
er-suspense classic Halloween, 
you'll know I’m not saying much 
when I declare Rob Zombie’s new 
remake the best of the bunch by a 
long, long shot. It’s still not very 
good, though. ; 
The 2007 edition of Halloween 
may be bloodier and more brutal, 
not to mention cinematically more 
ambitious, than Carpenter’s 1979 
model, but it’s far less frightening. 
That said, Zombie deserves credit 
for really trying to reinvent a fran- 
chise that started out as nothing 
more than a low-budget tribute to 
Hitchcock's Psycho. Zombie's Hal- 
Joween spends a good third of its 
screen time fleshing out the first 
film’s five-minute prologue, creat- 
ing a credible backstory for young 
Michael Myers and explaining 
how he made the leap from tor- 


mentor of small animals to full- 
time killing machine. 

Zombie presents a toned-down 
version of the family of greasy 
hillbillies that appeared in his sec- 
ond film, The Devil's Rejects, and 
relocates his crude cast of reperto- 
ry players, including wife Sheri 
Moon Zombie, to the seedier side 
of suburban Illinois. It’s here that 
young Mikey endures constant 
torment at the hands of his evil 
stepfather, an invalid who spews 
grotesque verbal abuse towards 
the rest of the fam. 

Otherwise, the Myers brood 
doesn’t seem like such a bad 
group. Sure, mom (Sheri Moon) is 
a stripper, and even though Myers 
is teased about it at school, the 
film never really explains how this 
tips Michael's fragile psychosexu- 
al chemistry into the killing zone. 
The fact of the matter is that it’s 
just a cheap ploy: Zombie, as any- 
one who's flipped through the 
booklets of his CDs can tell you, is 
a man who loves strippers and 
fills his work with as many 
images of them as he can. At the 
same time, few directors have 
Zombie's knack for evoking a 
truly grimy mood—you almost 


wonder if each print of Halloween 
came with a set of surgical gloves 
to protect the projectionist from 
having to physically touch the 
film. 

Unfortunately, things get really 
silly when Zombie fast-forwards 
to Myers as an adult; cooling his 
jets in an insane asylum, this 
chubby preteen in a KISS T-shirt 
has somehow grown into a seven- 
foot behemoth who bears more 
than a passing resemblance to one 
of the WWE's nastier superstars. 
(One suspects that wrestling fig- 
ures into Zombie's passions as 
well.) 

Naturally, he breaks out, and 
the film begins a fairly straightfor- 
ward retelling of the events of the 
first film: Myers’ bloody return to 
his hometown on Halloween 
night and his sadistic murders of a 
group of teens. Whereas Carpen- 
ter, taking his cues from Hitch- 
cock, allowed his film to build up 
a slow boil of suspense, tracking 
the teens throughout the day in 
their mundane preparations for 
Halloween while this modern-day 
bogeyman flitted in and out their 
(and subsequently our) peripheral 
vision, Zombie chooses to go 


skydiving. 

He even kills two (two!) guys with 
a carrot, a vegetable which he 
munches on portentously through- 
out the film. 

Smith also enlists the aid of a pros- 
titute, DQ (Monica Bellucci), to help 
care for—and of course, wet-nurse— 
the child. (When we first meet her, 
she’s indulging a client's baby fetish, 
nursing him as he suckles greedily at 
her chest—that's Breastfeeding 
Scene #2.) 





straight for the kill(s). And, as 
desensitized as we are by now to 
the sight of corn syrup-based spe- 
cial-effects blood, none of Myers’ 
brutality offers much of a fright. 
Simply put, Zombie misses the 
mark completely in designing 
those frighthouse moments where 
things that go bump in the night 
make you jump out of your seat. 
Making matters worse, Hal- 


| Joween is full of the eroticized vio- 


Eventually it becomes clear that 


Giamatti represents a gun manufac- 
turer—or at least I think so, the plot 
being both convoluted and irrele- 
vant—and he’s using the senator to 
subvert some gun control legislation 
he doesn’t like. Whatever the 
specifics are, the film amusingly 
smuggles a Trojan horse gun-contro] 
message into one of the most 
unapologetically, cartoonishly 
blood-soaked films you'll ever see. 


With his John Woo/Robert 


Rodriguez pastiche, director Michael 
Davis has not only crafted a spoof of 
mindless action movies (Mr. Smith’s 
noir antihero is so broke he tries to 
trade food stamps for bullets), but 
he’s created a pretty good one him- 
self. 


The send-ups of the action genre 


are bang-on, with the plot, the fights 
and the chases all exaggerated just 
enough to be ridiculous. Perhaps the 


script could stand to be more ridicu- 
lous still: while it’s hilarious in con- 


cept, it’s merely amusing in execu- 


tion, toeing a maybe too-safe line 
between satire and straightforward 
bang-bang action. 

Genre fans will salivate over the 
expertly choreographed fight 
sequences, though, and the slightly 
overacted performances by Owen 
and Belluci are a whole lot of fun. 
Giamatti, of course, steals all his 
scenes, playing a grinning, cackling, 
bug-eyed villain who wallows 
delightedly in his finger-tenting, eye- 
brow-arching evilness. 

Anyways, you already know if 
you want to see this movie, don’t 
you? 

With a spiffy running time of just 
under 90 minutes, Shoot ‘Em Up 
doesn’t have time to exhaust the 
audience’s goodwill towards its 
over-the-top ultraviolence, and wise- 
ly ends things with a bang (yes, liter- 
ally) before the joke gets old.

WHEN CHARLES BRONSON 
appeared in the 1974 film adapta- 
tion of Brian Garfield’s novel 
Death Wish, he unleashed a fair 
share of critical disapproval even 
as he tapped into a seemingly pri- 
mal reservoir of vigilante 
voyeurism on the part of movie- 
goers. Even 30 years later, Death 
Wish is the template for a whole 
strain of films in which white, 
well-to-do men find themselves 


As a “thinking person’s revenge 
film,” it is woefully 


three to five years in prison, 
Hume naturally decides to dis- 
pense justice himself using a few 
handy items from his toolshed, 
thus instigating an eye-for-an-eye 
cycle of violence between the gang 
and the bereaved father. 

However, Death Sentence 
doesn’t take a direct route to the 
bloodbath, and instead tries to 
trick us into thinking the film 
hopes to wrestle with far loftier 
issues, such as the futility of 
revenge and the tragic cycle of 
carnage that all acts of retribution 
inevitably set into motion. 

But, don’t worry—all that ethi- 


lame. But as 


the sleeper comedy of the fall, 
this mess is truly peerless. 


and their families under siege by 
the criminal elements of the new 
American society (i.e., all those 
poor, unwashed fuckers who 
insist on robbing, raping, and 
killing) and who have no choice 
but to respond in kind with brute 
force—and-a hell of lot of bullets. 

Kevin Bacon is the latest actor 
to take on the Bronsonian arche- 
type in the similarly titled Death 
Sentence, again based on a Brian 
Garfield novel. Bacon plays 
Nicholas Hume, by day a hard- 
working, upper-middle-class life 
insurance exec (Bronson played 
an architect), by night a doting, 
devoted husband and father. That 
is, until he witnesses a Holly- 
wood-style street gang (i.e., a 
politically correct amalgamation 
of skinheads, Latinos, and one 
token brother—a veritable United 
Nations of cartoonish ne’er-do- 
wells) murder his eldest son at a 
gas station. 

Impotent with rage after learn- 
ing that the killer will receive only 


cal handwringing is just a slow 
cocktease. 

(And if that metaphor is too 
sexual for you, consider the tried 
and true American cinematic tra- 
dition whereby the only truly 
gratifying movie climaxes come 
courtesy of some really big guns.) 

Yes, Bacon does experience a 
few moments of anguish and 
remorse, but thankfully these 
moments of turgid melodrama are 
mere red herrings on the way to 
Bacon's eventual transformation 
into a modern-day Mad Max. 

And that’s where things get 
really, really funny. I mean, for 
God's sake—it’s Kevin Bacon 
behind the barrel of that shotgun. 

It’s an execrable and completely 
ridiculous enterprise, one that 
elicits laughs for all the wrong 
reasons.

NBC to iTunes: “iQuit! 


Antagonism against Apple may lead to writer’s strike 


IT SEEMS A LITTLE ODD THAT A TV 
column should be so interested in 
the Internet, but let’s face it: a lot 
more people use BitTorrent than 
their PVR, especially if they have 
the “peasant vision” cable pack- 
age. 

This week's big news is that 
NBC has decided not to renew its 
contract with iTunes. That means 
that none of the network’s new 
offerings, such as Chuck and Bionic 
Woman will be available for down- 
loading. NBC’s bitching and 
moaning mostly has to do with 
Apple's aggressive pricing policy, 
which the network believes is 
more about selling Apple prod- 
ucts than rewarding the content 
producers. 

NBC is not alone in this com- 
plaint. Few studios and networks 
in Hollywood are happy with 
Apple and iTunes, no matter how 
much they position themselves as 
friendly partners. The sticky issue 
has been that the networks want 
flexible pricing, so that iTunes 
would charge more for popular 
shows. NBC also wanted better 
copyright protection, but Apple 
took a more realistic attitude, 

» shrugging their shoulders and 
pointing out that there would 
always be illegal stuff on the inter- 
web somewhere. 

i NBC shows currently on 
iTunes, such as Heroes, will remain 
online for the next 90 days or so, 
unless both sides manage to meet 
amicably across the virtual confer- 
ence table. And in a wildly shock- 
ing development, NBC has 
announced that its new shows 
will be available for downloading 
at nbc.com and on its new part- 
nership with News Corp, 

“hulu.com. Only time will tell if 
this new venture will succeed. 

At the same time that networks 
are fighting over online content, 
they’re also bracing themselves 
for a strike that could effectively 
shut down the 2007-08 TV season.

Bale and Crowe fail to put fresh spin on Western genre 





3:10 TO YUMA

JAMES MANGOLD’S 3:10 TO YUMA— 
inspired if not influenced by 
Delmer Daves’ 1957 version of the 
eponymous Elmore Leonard 
story—would very much like to 
be a good old-fashioned western 
Obviously, concessions must be 
made to the contemporary audi- 
ence’s appetite for bloody gunshot 
wounds and rough language. But 
why must a filmmaker who wants 
to make a Western these days 
indulge in the morally complex, 
revisionist tendencies of a Clint 
Eastwood or The Proposition’ s John 
Hillcoat? Why can’t a guy just tell 
a straightforward cowboy yarn 
unburdened by subtext, with a 
reasonable amount of dramatic 
tension, some exciting if familiar 
action setpieces and a pat but 
ambiguous ending? 

Well, he can, It just won't be 
anything special. 

The new 3:10 to Yuma stars 
Christian Bale as Dan Evans, a 
one-legged Arizona tenant farmer 
who is being squeezed off his land 
by a ruthless land baron with a 
railroad to let through. Desperate 
for money to hold off foreclosure, 
Evans joins with some of the rail- 
road’s hired muscle to conduct 
apprehended outlaw Ben Wade 
(Russell Crowe) overland to the 
titular train for an appointment 
with the hangman. Wade runs a 
loyal gang of outlaws, however, 
and theyll stop at nothing to res-

cue him. 

Along the way, the manipula- 
tive Wade messes with Evans’ 
head, which is already messed up 
by the fact that his teenage son 
(Logan Lerman) thinks the old 
man is a coward. Complications of 
a somewhat uncomplicated 
nature ensue.

seems to be counting on the 
charisma of his starring players to 
make up for the rote execution of 
the story. The supporting cast cer- 
tainly aren’t given much to do, 
though Ben Foster, as Wade’s psy- 
chotically devoted right hand, 
exudes a certain loopy menace, 
and Peter Fonda, as a grizzled 


gold seems to be counting

Everything works more or less 
as it ought to. Mangold puts a 
studied layer of grime on every- 
thing, as any contemporary West- 
ern is obliged to do; Bale is earnest 
and intense, Crowe a sensitive 
brute, and assorted ugly mugs fill 
in the background. The land and 
sky loom large over everything. 
There are stagecoaches and trains 
and dusty saloons and improba- 
bly beautiful whores, a creep 
through Apache territory, and 
bursts of gunplay that speak to 
the legendary inaccuracy of old- 
timey shootin’ irons, 

But where a lot of contempo- 
rary oaters—the good ones, any- 
how—tend to reflect and com- 
ment on the established myths 
and conventions of the genre, 
Mangold doesn’t seem to have 
any special use in mind for them, 
except as handy signposts along 
the narrative trail. Beyond that, he 


bounty hunter, does some fine gri- 
macing when he’s given the 
chance, Gretchen Mol and Vinessa 
Shaw, as the nominal female 
leads, clock about five minutes of 
screen time each. 

And this time out, Bale and 
Crowe aren’t really enough to lift 
3:10 to Yuma off its well-traveled 
tracks and take it in a novel direc- 
tion. It seems like someone made 
the decision that Crowe's villain 
shouldn’t come across as too vil- 
lainous, no matter how many 
cowpokes he ruthlessly dispatch- 
es. 

Maybe that’s Mangold’s unique 
contribution to a cowboy movie 
canon already overflowing with 
antiheroes: 3:10 to Yuma is the first 
modern Western with an anti-vil- 
lain. Funny how that didn’t trans- 
late into a more 
interesting film.

where we get the word cherish). Later the 
term “cherry pie” became an affectionate 
term for an attractive woman. Back in the 
charmingly sexist ‘50s, men interpreted this 
fo mean that women were actually like a 
gweet cherry, ripe for the picking, and “cher- 
ry’ became a euphemism for the hymen and 
female virginity. 

‘As for the hymen itself, according to my 
friend and hymen expert Laurel Fowlie, the 
word itself comes from the Greek , of 
weddings, Hymenios (Latin: Hymenaeus). He 
was pd the Erote, the ever-youthful 
winged gods of love, says Fowlie.
